The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of 
record does not teach a processor complex in electrical communication with a 
interfacing module such that the processor complex receives a multi-channel data set, 
the processor complex comprising a plurality of channels, each of which is adapted to 
receive the signals of the multi- channel data set, each channel comprising a first 
processor and a second processor, wherein the first processor and the second 
processor each respectively have an input port and an output port, the first processor is 
associated with a bypass switch and a bypass register, the bypass switch having a first 
state that causes a signal in the multi-channel data set to bypass the first processor and 
be stored in the bypass register and a second state that causes a signal in the multi- 
channel data set to be input into the first processor, and the input port of the second 
processor receives data corresponding to the signals from the output port of the first 
processor in combination with the claimed interfacing module and decision module.
